Ambulance  Service  Committee  until  July  5th,  1948,  when  the  National  Health  Service  was  introduced. 

14.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  : 

Out-patient  Department  ( under  control  of  the  Local  Authority). — Administered  by  the  County  Council  at 
Carmarthen  Hospital. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  is  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  district  which 
is  well  attended.  R-  is  held  ovory  other  weok  at-Temple- Buildingo,  Lampotor.  The  Welfare  Centre  and  the 
School  Clinic  are  linked  up  with  the  Infirmary  and  the  Maternity  Home  at  Aberystwyth  and  Carmarthen, 
where  all  cases  requiring  observation  and  special  treatment  are  sent. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — Administered  by  County  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

School  Clinics. — Held  annually  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics. — Administered  by  County  Council.  Clinics  held  at  Carmarthen. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. — None  provided  by  this  Council.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  the  Clinic  at 
Bryn  Road  weekly  and  Newcastle  Emlyn  fortnightly,  and  the  scheme  is  conducted  under  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association.  Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  beds  in  the  Institution  of  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association,  cases  have  often  to  wait  a long  time  before  they  can  be  admitted  for  sanatorium  treat- 
ment. Increase  use  is  made  of  the  services  of  the  Association  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  early  diagnosis 
and  general  public  health.  I would  like  to  see  the  Council  take  more  active  interest  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis. 

Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal  Diseases. — None  provided  by  the  Council.  Nearest  Centre  at  Swansea. 

Other  Clinics  and  Day  Nurseries. — None. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Water.— -The  supply  of  water  throughout  the  area  of  supply  has  on  the  whole  been  fairly  satisfactory. 

The  bacteriological  character  of  all  the  water  is  satisfactory  ; no  treatment  is  installed. 

Five  parishes  are  provided  with  a pipe  supply  and  the  number  of  dwellings  and  population  for  each  parish 
are  calculated  as  follows  : —

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


There  were  85  Inspections  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  ; Milk  Carts  inspections  weekly. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

One  Sample  of  the  Town  Sewerage  wag  taken. — It  did  not  conform  to  the  Standard  of  the  Royal-Commission. 

General : 

The  District  has  been  practically  free  from  infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  except  for  an  outbreak 
of  measles. 

No  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Malaria,  Dysentry,  or  Trench  Fever  were  notified  during  this  year. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  Medical  Practitioners  by  the  Council. 

Examinations  of  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens  are  made  by  the  F lergency  Medical  Service. 

Reports  of  the  non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  are  sent  to  me  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  Schools, 
such  as  Impetigo,  Influenza,  Whooping  Cough,  Vermin,  etc.  These  children  are  excluded  from  School  until 
free  from  infection. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

Facilities  are  provided  by-the-Counoil  fop- the  cleansing  and.-di.sinffic.tion  of  verminous  persons  and  their 
belongings  -at  the  Temple  Buildings,  where  there  is  a steam  disinfector. 

All  the  houses  at  which  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  were  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
disinfected.
